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conlToUed by a voltage potential of a gate above the first and second doped regjons , wherein the 
protectidn device comprises no isolation structure between the first and second dope regions, and 
wherein only one path exists between the at least one of the pins and the power node througfa the 
substrate . 

REMARKS 

Applicimt has carefiilly reviewed and considered the OfiSce Action mailed on August 27, 
2002 , and the references cited therewith. 

Claims 1, 6, 7, 13, 17, 23, 27-29, and 33-35 are amended' as a result, claims 1-7, 13, 17- 
29, and 33-35 remain pending in this application. 



§103 Rejection of the Claims 

Claims 1-7, 13, 17-22, 27, and 29 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Duwury et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,493,133). 

Claims 1, 6, 7, 13, 17, and 29 are amended to further define the claims. Applicant 
believes that tliese claims, as amended, are patentable over Duwury el al (U.S. Patent No. 
5,493,1 33). Therefore, Applicant respectfiilly requests that the rejections of these claims be 
reconsidered and withdrawn and that these claims and the claims depending on these claims be 
allowed. 

Claims 23-26 and 28 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Duwury et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,962,898). 

Claims 23-26 and 28 axe amended to fiirther define the claims. Applicant believes that 
these claims, as amended, are patentable over Duwuxy et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,962,898). 
Therefore, Applicant respectfully requests that the rejections of these claims be reconsidered and 
withdrawn and that these claims and the claims depending on these claims be allowed. 

Claims 33-35 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shimizu 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,949,109) in view of Lin (U.S. Patent No. 6,246,122). 
Claims 23-26 and 28 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being impatentable over Duwury 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,962,898). 
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Claims 33-35 axe aTnended to further define the claims. AppUcant believes that these 
claims, as amended, are patentable over Shimizu et al, in view of Lin. Accordingly, Applicant 
respectfully requests that the rejections of these claims be reconsidered and withdrawn and that 
these claims be allowed.
